NEGRO IS TORTURED 
AND 
LYNCHED BY A MOB. 


BANKERS M E E T AT ATLANTA. 


After Ile Had Been Hanged to a Tele­ 
graph Pole, His Body W as Riddled 
VZ .th Bullets—Admitted His Offence 
aud 
Acknowledged 
Committing 
Other Brutal Crimes. 


Memphis, Tenn., Oct. 16—Jeff Ellis, a 
negro charged with criminal assault on 
a white girl, v r 
lynched on the spot 
where he committed the crime, near 
Braden, Tenn., by a mob of several hun­ 
dred men at a late hour last night. El­ 
lis was taken before his victim for for­ 
mal identification, after which he was 
hanged, and while suspended in the air 
his body was filled with bullets from 
the revolvers and rifles of the mob. 
Ellis, after a rapid flight and resolute 
pursuit, continuing nine days, was cap­ 
tured Monday morning at an obscure 
sawmill, eighteen miles east of Hollin 
Springs, Miss., and safely returned to 
the scene of his crime yesterday 
in 
charge of a strong guard. 
He was escorted from Mount Pleas­ 
ant, Miss., where he was held a prisoner 
Monday night, to Galloway, in Fayette 
county, this state, arriving there at 5 
p. rn. Hundreds of citizens, white and 
colored, had gathered at Galloway to 
hail the return of the wretch. Those 
who had collected made no effoA to deal 
with the captive at once, the silent but 
common understanding being that a 
system in inflicting summary punish­ 
ment should be observed. 
Ellis maintained a stoical 
indiffer­ 
ence to his impending fate, stating that 
he fully realized what was before him. 
He was given a hearty supper and ate 
it with apparent relish. 
As evidence 
that he either desired to relieve his con­ 
science or else wished to aggravate the 
vengeance of the whites Ellis confessed 
to his assault upon Miss Prater, also 
that he assaulted and murdered Mrs. 
John Bailey, a white woman, near Ar­ 
lington, Shelby county, three years ago, 
and further, that he attempted an as­ 
sault upon a white girl whom he passed 
in his flight last Saturday morning. In 
the case of Mrs. Bailey, her husband be­ 
came insane from brooding over his 
wife's tragic death, was sent to the state 
asylum and died there a few months 
ago. 
The mob reached Braden about 1:30 j 
in the morning. 
It numbered 200 or i 
300 men who had gathered at Galloway, 
Braden,Mason,Summit and neighboring 
towns. 
Upon reaching the scene of the 
crime the torture of the negro was be­ 
gun. His fingers, his toes and his nose 
were cut off. He was then emasculated 
and hanged to the nearest telegraph 
pole, after which his body was riddled 
with bullets.

The Financiers of the Country Are Now in 
Session. 
Atlanta, Ga., Oct. 16.—The annual 
meeting of the American Bankers’ as­ 
sociation 
was 
opened 
yesterday 
with President J. J. P. Odell in the 
chair, and an address of welcome was 
delivered by Mayor Porter King. Presi­ 
dent Odell, in his annual address, sug­ 
gested that the constitution be so 
amended as to permit state organ.za- 
tions to be represented in the body in 
proportion of one delegate to every five 
members of each organization. 
The report of the executive council 
was then read by Mr. E. H. Pullen, 
chairman, and the treasurer’s report 
was read and accepted. Gov. Merri­ 
am of Minnesota read a paper entitled 
“The Currency for the Twentieth Cen­ 
tury,’’ in which he outlined a new 
currency scheme. 
His suggestion was: 
“That, say, 40 per cent of the capital 
of a national bank be invested in United 
States notes and circulation be issued 
against the same, the bills remaining in 
the hands of the treasurer, and cur­ 
rency equal to the amount to the re­ 
maining 60 per cent of the capital stock 
to be delivered to the bank for issuance 
when desired. 
Before the unsecured 
currency is forwarded, however, each 
bank should pay to the treasurer equal 
to 5 per cent of its capital stock as a 
‘bank circulation safety fund,’ 
upon 
which money the government should 
allow interest at the rate of 3 per cent 
per annum. The government, in case 
the assets of insolvent banks be in­ 
sufficient to re-imburse it for the cir­ 
culating notes of defaulting institu­ 
tions, may assess each bank in the sys­ 
tem pro rata to an amount sufficient to 
fully indemnify it for any 
losses in­ 
curred, but in any one year no institu­ 
tion shall be assessed more than I per 
cent of its average circulation for the 
previous year. Inasmuch as there are 
likely to be at least 4,000 banks organ­ 
ized under any national law the treas­ 
urer might act as redeeming agent for 
all of the banks, and each bank should 
at all times keep with the treasurer 5 
per cent of its capital stock as a redemp­ 
tion fund, which fund should be in gold 
coin and held in trust for the specific 
purpose intended. 
As fast as notes are 
redeemed the bank should at once rem it 
a sum that would repair any deficiency 
made by redemption and new notes be 
forwarded. 
Inasmuch as the banks 
would make a profit out of the circula­ 
tion not secured by United States notes 
or Sherman notes, it is right that all 
the banks should pay a tax upon the un­ 
secured notes to the government for the

Moslem Mob Now D ow n-The Defenseless 
Mnbj.cksof U nclesam . 
Constantinople, 
Oct. 
16.—Reliable 
news has been received here that fifty 
Armenians were killed and a number 
wounded at Akhissar, in the villayet of 
Adin, on the Anatolian railway, by a 
Moslem crowd. 
The slaughter occurred on Oct. 9, 
which was market day, when 
many 
Armenians had gathered from adjacent 
villages. 
Early in the morning a Turkish 
rough, finding that the Armenians were 
not armed, picked a quarrel and shot 
one of them. 
There was then raised 
on all sides the cry: “ Why hesitate to 
massacre the infidels?’’ 
A mob of Turks, armed with revolv­ 
ers and knives, then looted the market 
and massacred the helpless Armenians. 
Their bodies were thrown 
into 
the 
wells. 
No women or children were injured, 
probably on account of the arrival of 
the Kaimaikan from the 
village 
of 
Gieve, three miles distant,, who made 
valiant efforts at the risk of his own 
life to save the Christians. Otherwise 
the slaughter would have been com­ 
plete. 
The panic is reviving in Constantino­ 
ple on account of the continued isolated 
attacks and the Armenians are again 
flocking into the churches. The police 
disregard the safe conduct cards given 
to the Armenians by the foreign em­ 
bassies, and they insult and maltreat 
the holders of them. 
M. Cam bon, the French ambassador, 
M. Nelidoff, the Russian ambassador, 
and Sir Phillip Currie, the British am­ 
bassador, Monday presented 
to Said 
Pasha, the minister of foreign affairs, 
the final demands of the powers for 
Armenian reform. 
If this is not ac­ 
cepted an ultimatum will be presented. 
No further modifications will be per­ 
mitted. The scheme drops the demand 
for a Christian high commissioner, but 
otherwise it is almost identical with the 
proposals of last May. It is believed, 
however, that Russia hesitates to force 
an acceptance, because she fears ulti­ 
mate Armenian autonomy. 
News received from Trebizond is to 
the effect that the Russian postal steam­ 
er is lying there with 2,000 Christian 
refugees on board. Two other vessels, 
also full of refugees, are there await­ 
ing the arrival of Russian 
ships to 
transport them to Batoum.

W ILL STIR U P T H E N A T IO N . 


President Cleveland’s Annnal Message to 
Congress Anxiously Expected. 
Washington, 
Oct. 
16.—President 
Cleveland’s annual message to con­ 
gress, the preparation of which 
will 
soon engage bis attention, will be a 
most noteworthy state paper. 
It will 
be more sensational and perhaps of far 
greater importance than the famous 
tariff message of 1887. The principal 
feature of the forthcoming message will 
be the discussion of the foreign rela­ 
tions. It is expected by those who have 
the president’s confidence that he will 
deal vigorously with all the diplomatic 
questions now demanding attention, a if 
vigorously as the developments in those 
m atters may at the moment justify. It 
is well known that the 
president is 
eager for a reply from Great Britain 
concerning this country’s vigorous rep­ 
resentation in favor of arbitration in 
Venezuela, and he wants his reply be­ 
fore the meeting of congress if he can 
get it. 
More important even than these im­ 
mediate questions, considering the fu­ 
ture of the United States, is the policy 
of over-sea enterprise which the presi­ 
dent is expected to foreshadow in his 
message. If the expectations of certain 
of Mr. Cleveland’s confidential friends 
are realized, he will say to congress 
and the country that the time has come 
for a new American policy, a policy of 
aggressiveness, both political and com­ 
mercial, beyond this 
country’s 
own 
coast lines.

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HOW TO MAKE JACKETS. 


How to Baste* Stitch and Pres* Cloth Gar­ 
ments. 
In making outside jackets, for which 
cloth is the visual material the pieces 
should be basted together with small 
stitches, taken one at a time, and th# 
seams should be narrow. 
The machina 
stitching should bo done with fine sew­ 
ing silk, and the stitch should be long to 
avoid cutting the goods. 
The stitched 
seams must bo pressed open over tho edge 
of a board, and if the fabric is stiff or 
springy the inside of the seam may bo 
moistened with a damp sponge before be 
ing pressed. 
Tho hot iron ought to touch 
only the seam, and before the goods are 
dampened water should be sprinkled on a 
separate scrap to make sure that moisture 
does not change tho color. 
While passing 
the iron over material do nob pull the 
stuff unless additional fullness is desired. 
The edge of a collar or other piece of the 
garment is sometimes stretched while be­ 
ing ironed on purpose to curve it.

opposite effect is secured if a hot iron is 
placed upon the goods and left motionless.
